Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . Claims 1, 25-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bennett et al (5,213,098) in view of Alferness (5,531,768). 
Bennett is considered to teach the ability to apply ESS and determine cardiac 
performance and adjust the rate of ES and/or the interval in order to adjust such 
stimulation to optimize patient therapy, see column 8 for example. One of ordinary skill 
in the art would appreciate that adjusting the rate or interval of ESS, after a detected 
reduction in blood flow corresponding to a myocardial ischemic event occurs, would be 
obvious since such adjustment would increase the blood flow and contraction force of 
the heart, and thus help the patient suffering from ischemia. Such adjustments would 
also vary from patient to patient since patients differ as to the most appropriate 
treatment, and the ordinary artisan would understand that some experimentation as to 
the proper ratio and rate of ESS for a particular patient is to be expected. As in the 
previous office action, Alferness is used to show explicitly a myocardial ischemia 
detector which is considered to be obvious to use with Bennett since such detectors 
provide useful information as to the health of the patient and such combination would 
also yield a predictable result.
